But  you  will 
note  that  some  varieties  are  omitted,  because  they  should  only  be 
planted  in  the  spring. 

To  some  degree  we  prefer  fall  planting,  because  (1)  one  can 
see  the  bare  spaces,  (2)  we  have  more  time,  and  (last,  which  is  the 
most  important  factor)  it  means  the  advantage  of  a whole  year. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  though,  that  all  planting  should  be 
done  before  October  15th,  as  the  plants  must  make  an  entire  new 
set  of  roots,  with  which  to  grip  the  soil  and  anchor  the  plant  safely 
for  the  winter.  The  sooner  they  can  be  transplanted,  the  greater 
the  guarantee  for  absolute  success.
